To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hamnshire,  who 
are  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  that  the  annual  town  meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Canaan,  New  Hampshire,  will  be  at  the  Canaan  Elementary 
School  on  Tuesday,  March  12,  1985  at  10:00  A.  M.  to  act  upon  the 
followinq  articles: 

ARTICLE  1:   To  vote  by  nonpartisan  ballot  for  the  following  town 
officers : 

One  Selectman  to  serve  for  a  terra  of  three  years. 

One  town  clerk  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

One  tax  collector  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

A  town  treasurer  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

The  overseer  of  general  assistance  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

A  cemetery  agent  to  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year. 

Two  auditors  to  serve  a  term  of  ore  year. 

One  trustee  of  trust  funds  and  cemetery  trustee  to  serve  for  a 

term  of  three  years. 

Two  members  of  the  planning  board  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  planning  board  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Three  members  of  the  budget  committee  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

A  road  agent  to  serve  a  term  of  one  year. 

One  library  trustee  to  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years. 

And  any  other  town  officers  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

To  proceed  to  elect  at  the  1985  legal  town  meeting  on  a  referen- 
dum question:   To  see  if  the  Town  of  Canaan  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  appoint  a  road  agent  in  accordance  with  R.S.A. 
231:62. 

Polls  will  be  opened  for  voting  by  ballot  for  the  election  of 
town  officers  and  voting  on  referendum  questions  at  the  Canaan 
Elementary  School  on  Tuesday,  March  12,  1985  at  10:00  A.  M.  and 
will  close  at  7:00  P.  M,  unless  the  town  votes  to  keep  the  polls 
open  to  a  later  hour. 

At  the  close  of  the  polls  the  meeting  will  be  adjourned  until 
noon  on  Saturday,  March  16,  1985  at  the  Canaan  Elementary  School 
at  which  time  the  following  business  will  be  transacted.   To  vote 
on  Articles  two  through  fifteen. 

ARTICLE  2:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  pur- 
chase, prescription  or  gift. 

ARTICLE  3:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepay- 
ment of  resident  and  property  taxes  due  the  town  to 
the  tax  collector  as  provided  in  R.S.A.  80:l-a  and 
80:52-a. 

ARTICLE  4:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  special 
revenue  account  in  trust  to  which  donations  in  the 
memory  of  James  Ricard,  may  be  placed  for  the  purpose 


of  constructing  a  portion  of  the  interior  of  a  new 
firehouse  as  provided  in  R.S.A.  31:19-a. 

ARTICLE   5:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without 
further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from  the 
State,  Federal,  or  other  governmental  unit  or  a 
private  source  which  may  become  available  during  the 
ensuing  year,  provided  that  such  expenditure  be  made 
for  purposes  for  which  a  town  may  appropriate  money 
and  that  such  expenditure  not  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  other  Town  funds.

The  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  is  the  official  orga- 
nization that  brings  towns  and  cities  within  our  region  toaether 
and  pooling  their  resources,  local  governments  have  a  highly 
trained,  professional  staff  available  to  them  for  a  wide  variety 
of  services.   Areas  of  expertise  include  land  use  planning,  mas- 
ter planning,  economic  and  community  development,  water  auality 
management,  transportation  landscape  architecture,  housing,  cap- 
ital budgeting,  historic  preservation,  downtown  revitalization, 
solid  waste  planning,  recreation  and  fiscal  and  environmental 
impact  analysis.   The  Council  also  serves  as  a  collective  voice 
for  these  towns  and  cities  in  dealings  with  state  and  federal 
governments ,  thereby  protecting  and  f urtherina  the  needs  and  in- 
terests of  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  continued  to  expand  its  staff  capabilities 
over  the  past  year.   Staff  members  include  Robert  Varney, 
Executive  Director;  Vicki  Smith,  Senior  Planner;  Lisa  Mausolf, 
Historic  Preservation  Specialist;  Gregg  Lantos ,  Transportation 
Planner;  Tad  Redway,  Landscape  Architect  and  Planner;  Melinda 
Artman,  Community  Development  Coordinator;  John  Olmstead, 
Housing  Rehabilitation  Specialist;  Susan  Elder,  Economic  Devel- 
opment Specialist;  Lee  Ann  Scully,  Assistant  Planner;  Jim 
Klinger,  Draftsman;  and  Barbara  Belloir,  Jeanne  Riley  and  Lori 
Brown,  Secretaries.   These  staff  members  have  greatly  expanded 
the  level  and  range  of  expertise  available  to  our  communities. 

The  Council  has  been  busy  working  on  a  variety  of  regional 
programs  during  the  past  year.   The  following  is  a  brief  summary 

of  some  of  our  regional  activities: 
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o   provided  administrative  and  planning  services  to  the 
Upper  Valley  Solid  Waste  District,  a  bi-state  district 
with  15  member  communities; 

o   developed  regional  septage  management  plane  which  will 
become  components  of  the  solid  waste  plans  for  the 
Sullivan  County,  Upper  Valley  and  Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste 
Districts . 

o   prepared  a  regional  transportation  development  plan  and 
participated  on  regional  transportation  advisory  commit- 
tees (Lebanon  Regional  Airport,  Advance  Transit); 

o   continued  the  regional  historic  preservation  program, 

including  historic  surveys,  national  register  nominations 
and  historic  preservation  plans; 

o   established  the  Sullivan  County  Economic  Development 

Program  to  retain  and  expand  employment  opportunities  in 
Sullivan  County; 

o   completed  phase  one  of  the  Lake  Sunapee  Management  Plan, 
including  survey  of  all  properties  around  the  lake; 

o   co-sponsored  a  successful  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Day,  groundwater  protection  seminar  and 
Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series; 

o   provided  economic,  population,  housing  and  other  data  to 
communities,  organizations,  banks,  real  estate  firms  and 
consultants  for  use  in  fiscal  studies,  market  analyses 
and  grant  applications. 

As  requested  by  communities,  the  Council  prepared  applica- 
tions for  state  and  federal  funds,  evaluated  development  propos- 
als, prepared  amendments  to  local  zoning,  subdivision,  site  plan 
review  and  other  local  regulations  and  provided  mapping,  drafting 
and  other  planning  assistance. 

The  UVLSC  has  provided  a  number  of  specific  services  to  the 
Town  of  Canaan  over  the  past  year.   These  include:   obtaining  a 
$4000  grant  from  the  NH  Water  Supply  and  BollutLon  Control  Commis- 
sion to  develop  a  cost  effective  solution  to  sewage  problems  in 
Canaan  Village;  completion  of  a  sanitary  survey  in  the  village; 
preparation  of  a  successful  application  for  a  $15,000  feasibility 
grant  to  study  the  town  water  system  and  administration  of  grants 
relating  to  the  rehabilitation  of  both  the  Historical  Museum  and 
the  Grange. 

The  Council's  staff  of  professionals  stands  ready  to  assist 
your  community  in  addressing  the  planning  and  growth  management 
issues  which  you  will  face  during  the  coming  year.   We  also  en- 
courage you  to  become  more  fam.iliar  and  involved  with  the  Council, 
since  we  are  essentially  an  arm  of  local  government  addressing 
your  needs. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  —  1984 

The  year  1984  saw  a  great  many  changes  and  improvements  in- 
corporated into  our  local  governmental  structure.   We  would  like 
to  summarize  some  of  the  accomplishments  and  progress  made  to- 
ward meeting  our  long  term  goals  and  objectives. 

After  viewing  significant  increases  in  the  municipal  portion 
of  the  tax  rate  during  the  past  few  years  we  set  out  to  find  a 
more  cost  effective  way  to  deliver  the  services  demanded  of  this 
growing  community.   We  found  that  there  were  really  few  cuts  that 
could  be  made  so  we  focused  our  attention  upon  expanding  the  rev- 
enue portion  of  our  budget.   We  aggressively  pursued  better  in- 
vestments for  our  tax  anticipation  money,  improved  further  upon 
business  practices  set  up  by  previous  boards,  economized  in  the 
areas  of  telephone  systems,  purchasing  and  banking  costs.   We  up- 
dated departmental  inventories  and  had  a  system  wide  insurance 
audit  that  not  only  consolidated  our  coverage  but  gave  us  greater 
coverage  at  better  prices.   The  town  joined  pooled  coverage 
through  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association  for  medical  cov- 
erage for  employees  and  their  families  and  public  liability  in- 
surance for  all  town  officials  and  volunteers.   These  savings  a- 
long  with  past  savings  helped  us  reduce  the  municipal  portion  of 
the  tax  rate  by  29.8%. 

Like  many  communities  throughout  the  state  and  country  Canaan 
has  problems  with  water  and  sewer  facilities.   We  applied  for  and 
received  a  $15,000.00  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  an 
engineering  firm  to  study  our  water  system  and  make  recommenda- 
tions that  will  help  improve  water  quality  and  delivery  within 
the  system.   The  results  of  that  study  will  help  determine  a  way 
to  cost  effectively  meet  state  and  federal  requirements.   The 
state  department  of  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  is  cur- 
rently studying  a  targeted  area  to  help  us  do  away  with  septic 
pollution.   Such  a  solution  will  go  a  long  way  toward  revitaliz- 
ing the  commercial  and  business  base  of  our  village. 

As  a  first  step  toward  village  rehabilitation  the  town  along 
with  the  Upper  Valley  Senior  Citizens  Council  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived a  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  the  Indian  River  Grange  Building.   The  amount  of  the  grant  was 
$200,000.00.   This  project  will  give  long  term  social  and  finan- 
cial stability  to  the  Grange  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  program  a- 
long  with  meeting  federal  accessibility  requirements  for  a  number 
of  community  functions. 

We  feel  that  this  year  a  significant  number  of  improvements 
took  place  in  every  department  and  organization.   We  urge  you  to 
read  the  department  and  committee  reports  so  that  you  will  be- 
come fam.iliar  with  their  purposes  and  accomplishments. 

We  wish  to  sincerely  thank  all  individuals  who  participated 
in  making  Canaan  a  special  community.   It  takes  dedicated  people 
to  work  and  volunteer  in  order  to  make  a  town  a  community.   For 
their  help,  guidance  and  efforts  we  are  most  gratefully  thankful.

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CANAAN  TOWN  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT  —  1984 

This  has  been  a  rewarding  year  for  the  Trustees  of  the  Canaan 
Town  Library.   New  shelving,  built  at  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Prison  and  paid  for  by  a  $4,500  gift  to  the  library,  has  been 
purchased  and  the  reorganization  of  the  library  continues.   A 
telephone  and  one  extra  hour  of  evening  service  have  been  pro- 
vided.  Now  that  most  of  the  physical  renovations  have  been  com- 
pleted (all  with  private  funds) ,  the  Trustees  look  forward  to  up- 
grading library  services  and  meeting  the  state  minimum  standards 
for  Associate  Libraries  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  Budget  Committee  has  endorsed  our  request  for  sufficient 
funds  to  open  the  library  twenty  hours  a  week,  the  minimum  re- 
commended for  a  town  of  our  size.   If  our  budget  is  approved,  the 
library  will  be  able  to  open  eight  additional  hours  per  week. 
Browsing  and  study  facilities  are  to  be  improved  once  the  final 
installments  of  bookshelves  are  in  place. 

We  hope  the  townspeople  will  vote  to  increase  the  board  of 
library  trustees  from  three  to  six  members,  so  that  the  library 
may  have  the  benefit  of  the  energy  and  expertise  that  three  addi- 
tional members  could  provide  starting  in  1986. 

Among  our  goals  for  the  upcoming  year  are  increased  cooperat- 
ion with  the  local  schools  and  weeding  of  and  improvements  to  our 

non-fiction  collection.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT  —  1984 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  involved  both  with  on- 
going activities  and  with  plans  for  new  projects  in  1985.   We 
continue  to  serve  as  a  local  agent  for  the  State  Wetlands  Board 
by  processing  Dredge  and  Fill  permit  applications.   Applications 
must  be  filed  by  anyone  who  plans  to  excavate,  fill  or  construct 
a  structure  in  or  adjacent  to  any  waters  or  wetlands.   This  year, 
as  last,  we  helped  organize  Green  "Up  Day  in  Canaan.   Lots  of 
trash  was  collected  from  the  roadsides,  despite  the  blustery  cold 
weather.   We  hope  to  expand  this  effort  annually.   A  local  boy 
was  sponsored  by  the  Commission  for  a  week  at  Youth  Conservation 
Camp  last  summer.   It  was  the  second  year  we ''ve  done  this;  it 
seems  to  be  a  worthwhile  program  which  we  would  like  to  continue 
to  support.   Members  of  the  Commission  attended  an  Upper  Valley 
meeting  on  groundwater  protection.   We  were  also  respresented  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of  Conservat- 
ion Commissions. 

One  of  our  most  important  tasks  for  the  future  is  to  prepare 
an  inventory  of  all  the  wetlands  in  the  town.   Initial  steps 
have  been  taken,  but  there  is  a  great  deal  to  be  done.   We  wel- 
come help  from  anyone  with  expertise  in  this  area.

PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  —  1984 

This  was  an  active  year  for  the  Canaan  Planning  Board.   A 
new  set  of  subdivision  regulations  were  finally  adopted  on  Febru- 
ary 6,  1984.   We  are  now  considering  a  much  needed  update  of  the 
master  plan.   One  person  was  appointed  to  the  Planning  Board  by 
the  Canaan  selectmen  to  complete  the  term  of  Earl  Charbono,  who 
stepped  down  because  he  had  been  elected  selectman. 

During  1984  the  Planning  Board  approved  seventeen  minor  sub- 
divisions and  five  major  subdivisions,  and  also  approved  seven 
boundary  line  adjustments  between  abutters.   The  Board  also  ap- 
proved one  building  permit  for  construction  within  the  flood 
plain.   A  total  of  eighty-four  lots  were  created  in  Canaan  by 
subdivision,  all  but  two  of  which  were  considered  buildable.  In 
addition,  several  other  major  proposals  were  considered  and  sub- 
sequently withdrawn,  including  one  proposal  that  would  have  cre- 
ated a  three  hundred  unit  trailer  park.

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it 
has  remained  unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire 
Warden.   Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is  re- 
quired are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression  costs  and 
subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  signifi- 
cantly to  our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss 
record.

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REPORT  OF  GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS 

Grafton  County  Commissioners  submit  the  following  report  in  a 
continued  effort  to  communicate  with  you  on  a  more  direct  basis. 

The  county  fiscal  year  1985  tax  rate  to  towns  increased  by 
6.7%,  mainly  due  to  increased  liabilities  and  mandates  for  ser- 
vices.  One  reason  is  that  the  child  placement  budget  has  esca- 
lated from  $40,000  in  fiscal  year  1982  to  over  $250,000  in  fiscal 
year  1985.   These  costs  are  a  direct  result  of  RSA  169  when  towns 
succeeded  in  getting  laws  changed  to  place  financial  responsibil- 
ity on  the  counties.   Also,  the  settlement  statute,  RSA  164,  was 
changed  regarding  accumulating  days  for  settlement,  so  that  once 
the  County  has  liability,  the  liability  now  remains  with  the 
County  indefinitely.   In  addition,  as  experienced  by  towns  and 
cities,  the  cost  of  nursing  care  has  rapidly  increased  because  of 
reduced  federal  and  state  funding,  and  will  continue  to  increase 
at  the  local  level  with  property  taxes  funding  more  of  these  ser- 
vices in  the  future. 

We  anticipate  some  budget  relief  with  the  new  unified  court 
system  as  soon  as  total  costs  of  the  court  operations  are  fully 
funded  by  the  State  as  intended  in  the  legislation. 

Because  of  the  increasing  unfunded  mandated  services  and  the 
unknown  nature  of  federal  and  state  participation  in  those  man- 
dated services,  it  becomes  more  difficult  each  year  to  budget  in 
a  realistic  manner  -  a  problem  shared  in  common  with  towns  and 
cities . 

We  are  continuing  energy  conservation  measures,  with  appre- 
ciable cost  savings  to  the  taxpayers.   Window  modification,  with 
a  five  year  payback,  is  one  of  our  long  term  conservation  meas- 
ures, as  well  as  modification  to  the  heating  control  system. 

Correctional  needs  and  facilities  are  continually  monitored 
and  reviewd  to  comply  with  current  standards  and  regulations. 
Studies  have  been  completed  and  new  construction  was  not  recom- 
mended at  this  time. 

In  accordance  with  federal  revenue  sharing  requirements,  all 
county  facilities  and  services  are  regularly  reviewed  for  compli- 
ance with  handicap  regulations. 

The  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  every  Monday 
and  encourage  public  attendance.   Grafton  County  budget  is  pro- 
cessed through  May  and  June  and  the  Commissioners  welcome  input 
and  strongly  recommend  your  attendance  at  the  public  hearing 
normally  held  in  mid- June.

During  the  summer  of  '84  when  Donald  Lashua  was  the  Road 
Aqent  we  widened  one  section  of  the  road  on  Prospect  Hill  and  put 
gravel  on  it,  we  also  replaced  culverts  where  they  were  needed. 
We  cut  brush  on  the  road  sides  and  graded  and  put  cold  patch  on 
the  roads.   Also  we  widened  one  bad  hill  on  the  Jerusalem  Road. 

We  put  hot  top  on  Cliffords  Hill  on  the  South  Road  and  also 
from  Talbert  Corner  to  the  Gould  Road.   We  sealed  the  West  Farms 
Road,  some  of  the  South  Road,  Blackwater  Road  and  Back  Bay  Road, 
Potatoe  Road,  Prospect  Hill  Road,  Jones  Hill  Road,  Graceville 
Road,  Fish  and  Game  Road  and  did  some  work  on  the  Public  Beach.

I  would  like  to  hot  top  from  the  Gould  Road  to  the  Hanover 
town  line  this  summer  and  widen  out  some  of  the  bad  corners  on 
some  of  the  other  back  roads.

There  were  150  Ambulance  calls  for  the  Canaan  Fast  Squad  in 
1984.   This  totalled  5657  miles  with  260.1  Ambulance  hours  and  a 
total  of  1379  man  hours.   This  does  not  include  training  time  and 
squad  meetings. 

The  Town  of  Canaan  had  141  runs,  5268.8  miles,  233.35  Ambul- 
ance hours  and  1158.15  man  hours. 

Total  income  for  1984  was  $10579.63  with  $2024.25  from  fund 
raising  efforts  by  the  squad  and  $1759.20  from  run  donations 
which  equals  $11.73  in  donations  per  run. 

Total  expenses  for  1984  were  $10174.30  or  $67.84  per  run  - 
leaving  a  balance  of  $404.33  and  $2500.00  in  unpaid  bills. 

A  new  Ambulance  was  purchased  in  July  of  1984  and  is  servincf 
very  well.   New  regulations  by  the  State  and  Federal  Government 
will  require  additional  training  by  all  Ambulance  personnel  and 
will  require  recertif ication  every  six  months.   This  will  in- 
crease the  cost  of  training  by  six  times. 

As  always  we  continue  to  look  for  ways  to  upgrade  the  service 
and  welcome  any  suggestions  that  will  help  us  accomplish  this.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
OLD  MEETING  HOUSE  COMMITTEE  —  1984 

The  1983  program  of  structural  rehabilitation  of  the  ground 
floor  and  balcony  was  completed  in  February  of  1984.   This  left 
two  major  divisions  of  the  restoration  project,  namely  the  inter- 
ior restoration  of  the  original  building  and  the  replacement  of 
the  existing  unsuitable  west  extension  by  a  new  small  wing  to 
house  service  facilities  and  a  new  balcony  stair. 

Detailed  review  was  started  in  January  to  confirm  the  best 
sequence  of  further  work.   It  was  decided  to  start  on  restoration 
of  the  interior  walls  of  the  main  building,  deferring  work  inside 
the  clock  tower  and  also  postponing  consideration  of  the  new  wing 
until  we  are  in  a  financial  position  to  attempt  such  a  major 
project. 

In  order  to  write  actual  specifications  for  bid  and  contract 
it  was  necessary  to  determine  the  scope  and  proper  sequence  of 
the  different  types  of  work  involved  (e.g.  electrical,  carpenter, 
plaster,  painting,  etc.).   These  studies  were  retarded  by  tempo- 
rary unavailability  of  the  architect,  and  it  was  not  until  August 
that  we  were  able  to  issue  requests  for  bids. 

The  work  completed  in  1984  comprised  renewal  of  the  plaster 
walls  of  the  ground  floor  of  the  entire  main  building,  up  to  and 
including  the  curved  ceilings  under  the  balcony.   All  old  plas- 
ter was  removed,  lath  was  renailed,  repaired,  reinforced  or  re- 
placed as  needed.   Actually,  nearly  all  the  original  lath  was  re- 
tained.  Surface  finish  approximates  that  of  the  original. 

It  had  been  planned  to  repair  and  restore  the  original  wain- 
scoting and  other  woodwork  at  the  ground  floor  level  as  a  second 
1984  project.  This  was  deferred  when  actual  bids  came  in  with 
unfavorable  completion  dates  and  also  showed  that  the  work  could 
be  done  more  advantageously  as  part  of  a  more  extensive  woodwork 
restoration.   This  will  be  kept  in  consideration  for  1985.

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MASCOMA  HOME  HEALTH  SERVICES,  INC. 

In  these  days  of  unprecedented  rising  cost  of  health  care, 
it  might  be  helpful  to  look  back  at  the  historical  use  of  the 
visiting  nurse  in  this  area.   Home  care  agencies  are  really  an 
outgrowth  of  the  earlier  town  supported  visiting  nurse  or  dis- 
trict nurse  that  you  are  probably  familiar  with.   These  nurses 
traveled  the  many  miles  of  dirt  roads  in  all  kinds  of  weather  to 
help  those  families  in  need  of  care  and  reassurance.   Though  we 
can  now  offer  many  more  services  such  as  physical  therapy,  occu- 
pational therapy,  medical  social  services,  home  health  aide,  and 
homemakers  it  is  the  same  community  effort  that  makes  this  effort 
possible. 

As  providers  of  community  health  care  we  make  available  in 
addition  to  the  home  care  services,  a  well  child  clinic.   This 
offers  an  opportunity  for  the  residents  of  the  Mascoma  Valley  to 
have  their  children,  ages  0-6,  cared  for  in  a  health  promotion 
setting.   At  these  clinics  physical  exams,  immunizations,  nutrit- 
ion, safety  and  dental  education  are  made  available.   Twice  a 
year,  fall  and  spring,  a  dental  clinic  is  held.   These  clinics 
would  not  be  possible  without  the  many  volunteers  that  give  hours 
of  time. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  adult  day  care  program  offer- 
ed to  those  persons  who  are  alone,  convalescing,  or  in  need  of 
some  assistance.   The  day  care  is  open  five  days  a  week  from 
9:00  A.  M.  to  3:00  P.  M..  Activities  and  programs  are  planned  for 
education  as  well  as  enjoyment.   Many  of  these  activities  are 
provided  by  volunteers. 

Anyone  can  request  services.   The  office  and  clinic  space  of 
the  agency  is  located  on  Prospect  Street  in  Enfield.   The  phone 
number  is  632-7234.   We  are  always  willing  to  answer  questions 
and  those  that  we  cannot  to  find  someone  who  can.   The  concept  of 
home  care  is  becoming  more  and  more  effective  for  long  term  care 
in  lieu  of  institutional  care,  and  for  less  cost.   Perhaps  even 
more  importantly,  it  is  also  a  happier  solution  for  those  persons 
who  need  support  and  help. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  support  of  the  communities  that 
we  serve,  and  look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  coming 
year.

REPORT  OF  CANAAN  HISTORICAL  MUSEUM 

The  1984  season  was  a  success  for  the  Canaan  Historical  Mu- 
seum.  We  opened  June  23  and  had  93  guests  between  then  and  our 
closing  September  29.   There  were  an  additional  twenty-two  visit- 
ors who  came  by  special  appointment  from  Cardigan  Mountain  School 
to  help  celebrate  their  Heritage  Week  in  November.   The  Museum 
staff  gave  them  a  talk  on  the  history  of  Canaan  and  life  in  the 
18th  and  19th  centuries.   In  addition,  Cardigan  had  some  of  our 
articles  on  loan  for  their  displays  at  the  new  Stoddard  Center. 
We  also  had  five  guests  from  the  Enfield  Historical  Society  in 
November,  making  a  total  of  120  visitors. 

Our  major  undertaking  is  the  restoration  and  renovation  of 
the  Academy  Building  in  which  the  Museum  is  housed.   The  first 
step  was  completed  this  year  with  the  help  of  a  matching  Federal 
grant;  the  building  now  has  a  new  roof  as  well  as  a  fresh  coat  of 
paint.   We  have  been  in  contact  with  an  expert  in  Cornish  who  is 
giving  us  advice  and  estimates  for  interior  repair  and  painting 
as  well  as  security  measures  for  the  first  floor  so  that  we  can 
install  several  large  gifts  that  have  been  made. 

While  most  of  our  visitors  were  local,  the  following  states 
were  also  represented:   Pennsylvania,  Connecticut,  Florida,  New 
York,  New  Jersey,  Vermont,  Tennessee,  Louisiana,  Texas,  Ohio, 
Massachusetts,  Missouri,  and  the  Bahamas.   We  look  forward  to  an- 
other successful  year  in  1985  and  are  anticipating  even  more 
guests;  last  year,  through  an  oversight  at  the  State  level,  our 
entry  was  never  published  in  the  annual  tourism  guide  I 

Come  visit  us.   We  will  open  mid  May,  and  our  hours  are  on 
Saturdays  from  1  to  4 .   If  you  cannot  make  it  then,  call  us,  as 
we  do  open  by  special  appointment,  especially  if  there  is  a  group 
that  wants  to  come.

Our  files 
contain  listings  for  hundreds  of  individuals,  groups,  and  agen- 
cies in  the  Upper  Valley  and  we  have  pamphlets  with  information 
about  consumer  problems,  tenants  rights,  health  care  issues  and 
more.  We  provide  phone  numbers,  information  about  services  and 
can  answer  questions  about  many  concerns.   When  appropriate  we 
make  referrals  for  counseling;  financial  or  legal  assistance, 
and  for  many  other  reasons.   Headrest  also  can  offer  in-house 
substance  abuse  counseling;  is  an  Alcohol  Crisis  Intervention 
site  for  the  States  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont;  and  provides 
emergency  short-term  lodging.   Many  Upper  Valley  residents  at- 
tend trainings  and  workshops  provided  by  Headrest. 

Although  our  budget  is  increasing,  this  year  Headrest  again 
requests  $750.00,  the  same  amount  as  last  years  allocation.

Harold  Morcombe  spoke  in  favor  of  rejecting  the 
article,  as  he  felt  that  the  position  of  Police  Chief 
should  not  be  a  popularity  contest. 

Charles  Clifford  spoke  in  favor  of  election  and  stat- 
ed that  the  Police  Chief  spends  too  much  time  in 
court  prosecuting  offenders  rather  than  in  Canaan. 
Mary  Hathorn  reminded  the  townspeople  that  the  pres- 
ent Police  Chief  was  appointed  after  a  special  com- 
mittee consisting  of  a  Lebanon  police  officer,  a  New 
Hampshire  state  police  officer,  several  citizens  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  interviewed  the  applicants 
and  studied  their  qualifications  and  would  follow 
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the  same  process  again  should  the  position  become  va- 
cant.  The  Police  Chief  was  not  appointed  solely  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.   Earl  Charbono  spoke  in  favor 
of  appointing  the  Police  Chief.
